Debtors and Creditors, I am now to 
examine what has been, or has not been 
done, for the Eafe and Relief of either ; in 
which perhaps fome new Scenes may open, 
which have not yet been difcover'd in the 
World. 

There have been feveral A&ts of Parlia- 
ment pa(s’d in this Cafe; fome have car- 
ry’d the Title of AGs for Relief of Creditors, 
fome for Relief ot Debtors, fome this way, 
fume that, bat all have ferv’d tolittle other 
End, as to the prefent Time, than to {a- 
form us of three Things. 


| i the Purfuit of the long Debate about 


1. That it is a very difficule Thing to 
diftinguffh Right in this Cafe. and to {es 
parate fairly between the Juftice due to the 
Creditor, and the Juftice or Humanity due 
to. the lavguifhiog Debtor. 

2. That fome Concern for honeft but 

indigent Debtors is due to them, not only 


from the Creditor, but in Default of his 
Charity, from the Government of the Coua- 
try he livesin 3 Witnefs the feveral A@s 
‘made for their Relief, 

3. That all the Laws made againft either 
Bankrupts in general, or is particular 
Cafes, that have been notorionfly crimi 
do imply, that to 2a Man, who fairly 
honourably ftrips himfeif to pay bis juft 
Debts, there is a Concern and Compal- 
fion'due not from bis Creditor only, 
from the whole Natioa. 


I thall not need to enlarge on thele Heads, 
as if 1 wanted to prove them,they will be na- 
turalConfequences of what J thall fay farther 
on this Point. I go on therefore to enume- 
rate the particular A@&s of Parliament, 
which have been made for the Relief of 
Debtors, and I hall not go back tarther 
than our Memory the frft, I find upon

in the World, either in Poffeffion or Rever- 


. fion, in himfelf or in Truft, but had bona 


fide been reduc’d to that Extremicy, chat 
he had nothing left above that Sum ia the 


World, was fairly and.aétualiy difcharp’d 


from his Creditors, and had his full Li- 
berty given him to begin the World again 3 
and I could name fome confiderable Sums 
of Money, that [had paid me by a Piece ot 
Paper on the Foot of this Aé. 

This was the only A& that for4oYear paft 
has given any compleat Deliverance to the 
Miferable in this Nation 5 what faint, 
narrow, contracted, and limited Aéts have 

af;'d fince, we fhall enquire hereafter, and 
fhew a little wherein they have been de- 
fedtive, But by this Aéta great many 
poor Families were relievd, great Num- 
bers of Tradefmen recover’d, who have 
fince flourifh’d in Trade, and done good 
Service to ecir Country: Nay, fome In- 
flances may be given,i/ do mt fay many, of 
Tradefmen dsliver’d by this A@, that ha- 
ving been blefs’d with Succefs after their 
firft Difafters, bave gain’d good Eftates, 
and have honefily made Satisfaction to their 
Creditors, after th-y have been difcharg’d 
fecm them by Law. ; 

How all the fucceeding Aéts to this have 
mo.k’d both Debsor end Creditor, how 
and why they have been defediive ; how in 
f me Cafgs.the Eager: eis and Rigour of che 
Creditor,apd in och: rs the Knavery of Deb- 
tors, bas ag the good Intent of the 
Law, and how in boch the general Injury to 
Commerce is vilivle, remains yrt to be dif- 
crure’d of’
